It is pointed: out that 
there is a‘ good deal of sickness and many 
deaths amongst crews and passengers on 
india, and the

.of . Liverpool] no fewer than 331 cases 
occurred in the course of twelve months, 
With reasonable precautions much of 
this suffering and death might have been 
prevented. For it ig pointed out. the 
diseawt can ‘be prevented | if proper pre- 
cautions’ are. taken. and it’ éan be eured 
if proper treatment is .adopted.
